Two congregations deserve special mention for outstanding preg- 
ress along material lines. On September 16, 1928, Trinity Church at 
Lawrence, dedicated a beautiful temple to the worship and service of 
God, which they had erected at a cost of $140,000. One week later, 
Christ Church, at Eureka, laid on the altar in cash the sum of $21,000, 
to cancel the debt that had hung over their beautiful property since 
the erection of the church The entire Synod rejoices with the people 
of these two congregations in their wonderful accomplishments.

The Educational Survey Commission which was authorized at the 
Richmond convention made a most interesting report. Unqualified 
satisfaction was expressed by the convention for the service rendered 
the Survey Commission by the Directorship of the Survey, Dr. Robert 
J. Leonard, and Dr. Edward E. Evenden, and of the Assistant Director, 
Dr. F. B. O’Rear.. The report of the Commission was rendered in nine 
mimeographed volumes; the same report printed and placed in our 
College arid Seminary Libraries, and in the hands of the delegates and > 
representatives of the constituent Synods. 

The Synods are requested to appoint continuation committees con- 
sisting of one layman from each conference, with a conference pres- 
ident as an advisory member to secure the full Synodical quota, both 
in subscriptions and payments to the Ministerial Pension Fund. 

To correct the slovenly manner in which the Liturgy, Service Music. 
Hymna and Tunes are often rendered at Synodical meetings, it was 
recommended that Synods, wherever possible, should appoint a person 
or persons having the needed knowledge and understanding to make 
provision for the proper use of the churches Liturgy and Music. 

The constituent Synods are requested to hold the type for the pages 
of their parochial statistics in their Minutes of 1929 for the use of the 
Statistical and Church Year Book Committee of the U. L. C. in the 
production of the Statistical Handbook of the U. L. C. in 1929.

COMMITTEE ON RELIGIOUS EDUCATION | 


Your Committee on Religious Education sent a questionnaire to 
every Sunday School in the district, and thirty schools responded. | 

The total Sunday School enrollment of the Kansas district is 5,176, 
but only 60 per cent of this enrollment is regular in its attendance. Such 
a condition is discouraging and can but dampen the ardor of the faith- 
ful. It certainly will not enhance the prestige of our schools. 

Sixty per cent of our schools have regular teachers’ meetings; 33 
per cent have teacher trainifg classes, and 27 per cent use envelopes 
for the regular Sunday offerings. The Sunday contributions are less 
than 2 cents for each enrolled member. 

Catechetical instruction, preparatory to confirmation, is given in 
practically all our schools. The time devoted to such instruction varies 
from one to two years.

This debt should be a err of most serious concern to the Synod. 
As we understand it the Synod voted at Hutchinson to take over the 
reap and assumed the debt on it, and authorized the officers of Synod 

to sign the. Synod’s obligations accordingly. | | 

The obligations have been so executed and the Synod thoroughly 
bound. Your committee believe it well nigh impossible for the camp 
through its operations to carry itself and pay the debt or any consid- 
erable part of the debt’ With good attendance and careful manage- 


_ ~ ment an operating profit can be shown, but camp equipment depreciates 


rapidly, and the grounds, swimming pool, and lake need substantial 
expenditures yearly and have not been getting what they need. From 
$500 to $1000 ought to be put each year for several years: into replace- 
ments and betterments to keep the camp in a good going condition yet 
this year we report an operating cash gain of only $70. Our equipment 
depreciated in the year far more than the $70 cash gained. ‘The 1927 
season under the able direction of Mr. Baurle showed a cash gain of 
some $1200 or $1300 but this came almost altogether from the Girls 
Reserve group the first two weeks of that three months’ season and we 
believe it only fair to say we cannot expect to entertain them or any 
similar group again with our facilities as limited as they are and run- 
ning down as they are. As to the debt: A reasonable interest charge 
on it is around fifty dollars a month. This year because Mr. Bang 
was so hard pressed for payment, your committee sent him $400 we 
could ill spare, we ought to have spent it on the camp or kept it to 
operate a new season on. It is plain that this debt which is an interest 
bearing debt, growing constantly at the rate of fifty dollars a month 
won’t take long to get to be ten thousand dollars, unless Synod gets 
right down to business, and works out some plan to get the money. 
This thing has been talked about for some years, but “talked” is all; 
nothing has been paid. Like it, or not, as we see it, Synod is faced
